Drawings 



1 . Figure 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention, 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the pairwise distances" across the last two lines of 
the claim. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Arazi (5206824) in view of Bardell, Jr. (4959832). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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In lines 49-53 of column 4, Arazi teaches a linear feedback shift register that 
uses modular multiplication, thereby meeting the limitations of the first two clauses. 
Arazi do not specifically teach a non-linear operation in addition. In lines 31-56 of 
column 7, Bardell, Jr. says that LFSRs are best used if producing the maximum number 
of outputs. He suggests facilitating this outcome decimation of the data. Decimation 
reads on stuttering. Therefore it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to employ Bardell, Jr.'s decimation in Arazi 
in order to increase the number of outputs produced by the LFSR. 
7. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Arazi and 
Bardell, Jr. as applied to claim 1 above. 

Arazi and Bardell, Jr. present a LFSR the employs modular multiplication and 
stuttering to create pseudo-random numbers. They do not say that the LFSR is seeded 
with a byte of a secret key and has added thereto a byte of a secondary key for each 
frame of data that passes through the LFSR. Official notice is taken that it is old and 
well-known to feed keys into LFSRs. This allows for synchronization, randomization, 
and diversification of risk. Therefore it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to feed bytes of keys into the LFSR 
during operation to separate data needed to recreate the result, randomize the data, or 
synchronize with another.
